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REVENUE  SHARING  FUNDS 

As  of  December  31,  1975,  The  Town  of  Antrim  has  $38,173.70,  including  interest 
placed  in  our  Revenue  Sharing  Account  in  the  Peterborough  Savings  Bank. 

One  of  the  stipulations  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  (Revenue 
Sharing)  is  that  funds  received  and  interest  earned  on  these  funds  must  be  spent  or 
allocated  to  be  spent  within  24  months  of  the  end  of  the  entitlement  period  or  these 
funds  and  interest  earned  will  be  returned  to  the  Department  of  the  Treasury.

The  Trustees  report  a  circulation  of  12,974  volumes  during  the  past  year.  524  new 
books  were  added  to  the  library's  shelves.  These  include  401  adult  books  and  123 
children's  books,  bringing  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  to  over  10,000. 
The  Bookmobile  made  three  visits  in  1975,  and  over  900  books  were  borrowed  from 
that  source.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIFE  SAFETY  CODE  101  STUDY 
COMMITTEE 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  4,  1975  the  Selectmen  were 
authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  consider  the  adoption  of  Life  Safety 
Code  lOmn  this  committee  to  report  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting  or  take  any 
other  action  thereon. 

The  committee  has  held  numerous  meetings,  and  committee  members  have 
consulted  with  the  Fire  Training  Service  of  New  Hampshire,  the  State  Fire 
Marshal,  the  Fire  Chief  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  our  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Counsel.  It  has  been  determined  that  the  Code  is  in  full  force  and  effect 
statewide  under  state  statutes  and  regulations  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office, 
and  that  the  State  Fire  Marshal  and  local  Fire  Chief  have  the  authority  to  enforce 
it. 

Life  Safety  Code  101  deals  with  life  safety  from  fires  and  like  emergencies.  It 
covers  construction,  protection  and  occupancy  features  to  minimize  danger  to  life 
from  fire,  smoke  or  panic  before  the  buildings  are  vacated.  It  specifies  the 
number,  size  and  arrangement  of  exit  facilities  sufficient  to  permit  prompt  escaf)e 
of  occupants  from  buildings  or  structures  in  case  of  fire  or  other  conditions 
dangerous  in  life.  However,  private  homes  are  considered  to  be  excluded  at  the 
discretion  of  the  local  authority. 

The  Code  recognizes  that  panic  in  a  burning  building  may  be  uncontrollable,  but 
deals  with  the  potential  panic  hazard  through  measures  designed  to  prevent  the 
development  of  panic.  The  Code  covers  both  new  and  existing  construction.  In 
various  sections  of  the  Code  there  are  specific  provisions  for  existing  structures 
differing  from  new  construction.  Provisions  for  modification  of  the  Code  allow  for 
the  granting  of  limited  exceptions  by  the  authority. 

The  Town  of  Antrim  has  no  local  By-Laws  relating  to  construction  standards, 
fire  prevention  or  life  safety.  Chapter  155  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated  permits  Town  and  Village  Districts  to  make  By-Laws  regulating  the 
health  and  safety  of  the  occupants  of  buildings;  provided,  however,  that  such  By- 
Laws  shall  conform  to  the  Life  Safety  Code. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General's  Office  that  since  the  Code  is  already 
State  law,  and  that  it  does  provide  for  local  enforcement  by  our  own  people,  thus 
allowing  the  doctrine  of  home  rule  to  prevail,  no  vote  of  the  town  is  required  for  its 
adoption. 

We  do,  however,  recommend  that  an  Inspection  Officer  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  assist  the  Fire  Chief  in  administering  and  enforcing  the  Code,  and 
that  funds  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  required  inspections  relating 
to  fire  safety  and  securing  compliance  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  We  feel  that 
our  local  enforcing  authority  must  continue  to  take  positive  action  in  the 
enforcement  of  all  applicable  laws  relating  to  Fire  Prevention  and  Life  Safety.

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REPORT  OF  ANTRIM  PARK  BOARD 

The  Park  Board  supervises  the  following:  Gregg  Lake  —  Bathing  Beach,  Bath 
House  and  Park  at  the  Point;  Ball  Park,  West  Street;  Cram  Park,  Jamison 
Avenue;  Tennis  Court,  Jamison  Avenue;  Site  of  an  Old  School  in  Antrim,  on 
Goodell  Road;  Park  on  Route  202  at  the  foot  of  Goodell  Hill. 

The  Bath  House  at  the  Public  Beach  has  been  taken  care  of,  all  pipes  in  the 
building  have  been  drained,  the  pump  taken  out  and  stored,  and  the  electric 
service  disconnected  for  the  winter.  The  ropes  on  the  blocks  have  been  replaced 
with  polypropolene  rope.  This  past  spring  the  blocks  were  painted.  There  is  a  good 
deal  of  time  and  labor  spent,  ( All  Volunteer)  in  getting  the  blocks  out  and  anchored 
each  spring  and  taken  in,  in  the  fall. 

The  committee  felt  that  to  preserve  the  bath  house  two  coasts  of  weather 
proofing  was  put  on  the  cinder  blocks,  and  two  coats  of  preservative  on  the  wood  at 
the  Bath  House. 

We  enlarged  the  Beach  Area,  planted  grass  seed  and  fertilized  the  Picnic  Area 
( called  The  Point) ,  set  out  trees,  placed  six  picnic  tables  at  the  Point. 

Cut  brush  from  the  head  of  Gregg  Lake  to  the  end  of  the  Beach,  both  sides  of  the 
road. 

Swimming  lessons  were  given  to  approximately  140  Antrim  children.  Adult 
classes  were  given  three  nights  a  week.  Advanced  Life  Saving  Classes  were  given 
and  Water  Safety  Movies  shown  at  the  Middle  School  two  nights  a  week.  Several 
pieces  of  Safety  equipment  were  added  this  year. 

The  Old  Pound  was  updated  and  dead  trees  cut  down,  the  brush  cleared,  and  wild 
flowers  planted  in  the  center. 

The  park  on  202  towards  Bennington,  we  kept  mowed,  bulbs  and  flowers 
planted,  the  fence  repaired  and  painted.  The  committee  suggests  that  the  park  be 
named  sometime  in  the  future. 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  Ball  Park,  and  grass  mowed  all  summer  by  William 
Richardson. 

Due  to  a  lack  of  volunteers  the  skating  rink  was  not  rebuilt  at  the  Ball  Park.  We 
do  hope  that  by  the  winter  of  1976  we  will  have  a  more  definite  plan. 

Deep  appreciation  should  be  noted  here,  for  the  many  people  who  assisted  the 
committee,  namely,  Richard  Davis  for  the  tables  at  the  point,"Merle  Aborn  and  his 
Department,  Lewis  White,  James  Hammond,  and  Clark  A.  Craig,  Jr. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  dedication  of  the  Life  Guards,  which  went  beyond  the 
call  of  duty.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  a  regular  schedule:  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  of  each  month. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  approved  6  subdivisions.  Several  of  these  have 
carried  restrictions  covering  type  of  construction  and  use  of  land  and  buildings, 
which  are  more  restrictive  than  the  zoning  ordinance  require,  and  have  been 
written  into  the  deeds  by  the  owners  of  the  property.  The  Board  has  encouraged 
this  practice. 

A  new  State  Statute  makes  it  manditory  for  applicants  for  subdivision  approval 
to  pay  the  cost  involved. 

Some  minor  changes  have  been  made  to  clarify  and  strengthen  our  subdivision 
ordiance. 

We  have  started  working  on  a  Master  Plan.  This  entails  the  accumulation  of 
considerable  background  data.  A  sub-committee  is  working  on  questionnaries  and 
all  voters  and  property  owners  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  express  their  views 
on  how  they  would  like  our  Town  to  develop.  It  will  take  some  time  to  compile  the 
necessary  information,  but  hearings  will  be  held  to  express  their  views. 

The  Selectmen  have  appointed  three  alternates  to  the  Board.  This  helps  to  give 
continuity  to  the  Board,  since  it  is  assumed  the  Selectmen  will  appoint  such 
alternates  as  permanent  members  as  vacancies  occur. 

We  again  emphasize  the  importance  of  impartial  enforcement  of  the  zoning 
ordinance  if  it  is  to  be  of  value  to  the  Town.  The  Board  stands  ready  to  be  of 
assistance  to  the  Selectmen  in  any  way  they  may  require  to  implement  its 
enforcement.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWAGE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  1973,  at  which  $3500.  was  raised  as  the 
Town's  share  of  estimated  cost  to  ( 1 )  update  the  existing  planning  study,  and  (2)  to 
complete  planning  and  final  agreement  for  a  treatment  plant;  your  committee  can 
report  that  this  first  part  of  this  project,  the  update  of  the  previous  plan  has  been 
completed,  together  with  the  environmental  impact  assessment  as  refined  by  the 
*)2-500  regulation. 

v^'e  are  now  in  the  position  to  apply  for  the  state  and  federal  grants  to  complete 
the  design  and  engineering  of  the  treatment  plant.  The  N.W.B.  &  P.C.  Commission 
and  an  engineer  estimate  that  this  plan  may  be  completed  within  one  year.  No 
added  funds  will  be  required  until  after  the  treatment  plant  design  has  been 
completed. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  November  18,  1975  on  the  update  report  and 
envirnmental  impact  assessment,  as  per  law. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  is  still  under  state  and  federal  order  to  abate 
pollution  in  tributaries  of  the  Connecticut  River. 

As  design  and  engineering  progresses,  more  public  hearings  will  be  held 
concerning  such  problems  as  methods  of  financing,  site  selection,  easements,  etc. 

In  the  design  of  the  treatment  plant,  consideration  is  being  given  to  possible 
provision  for  future  cooperation  with  the  Town  of  Bennington.

COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  been  relatively  peaceful.  We  have  had  no  serious  leaks  and 
very  few  problems  with  the  water  system  in  general.  We  have  had  to  replace  a  few 
of  the  old  lead  goosenecks  which  continue  to  plague  us  at  times  but  this  is  to  be 
expected.  Our  biggest  expense  is  the  result. of  the  constant  surveillance  of  the 
hydrants  during  the  winter  months  to  make  sure  that  all  are  operable  as  we  have 
had  some  trouble  with  freezing. 

We  were  able  to  pay  off  the  $3,000  which  we  were  obliged  to  borrow  to  pay  for  the 
pipe  in  1974  for  the  Pleasant  Street  extension  as  well  as  $7,000  of  the  long  term  debt. 
This  leaves  the  Precinct  with  a  debt  of  $13,000  in  contrast  to  $58,000  ten  years  ago. 

This  year  we  propose  to  continue  cutting  brush,  extending  the  operation  to  the 
main  line  right  of  way  which  has  become  badly  overgrown.  This  program  was 
started  last  summer,  brush  being  cut  from  the  Gregg  Lake  dam  area,  the 
chlorinator  and  the  Campbell  Pond  Road.  To  be  ready  for  the  Bicentennial  we 
propose  to  repair  and  paint  the  gate  house  at  Gregg  Lake,  repair  the  gate,  clean  up 
the  dam  area  and  repair  the  dam  at  Summer  St.  We  believe  the  Summer  St.  dam 
and  pond  is  a  great  asset  to  this  community  and  are  most  grateful  to  the  Goodell 
Company  for  this  generous  gift  to  the  Precinct. 

There  is  some  work  to  be  done  on  the  instrumentation  at  the  Pumping  Station 
which  is  the  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  budget.  The  only  big  project  planned  for 
this  year  is  to  connect  the  dead  ended  line  in  front  of  the  Middle  School  to  West  St. 
which  will  give  us  more  flow  in  case  of  fire  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  100  percent  of  the  established  water  rates  be  collected. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $5,022.27  be  raised  by  taxation.
